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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The rejection of claims 6-14 under 103(a) is 
maintained for the reasons of record. Applicants arguments regarding metered reactants in the process are not found to be persuasive. 
Independent introduction of reactants or adding a second reactant to the first one for a given process is a optimizable parameter and it Is 
not patentable. Examiner agrees that Nagata et al teach low metered rates of reactants for the process. However. Hauser et al dearly 
teach the reaction of pthalic anhydride (1.51 moles) and phosgene (1.1 molar equivalents relative to anhydride) in the presence of 
dimethylformadie (0.02 mol). This remedies the deficiency of Nagata et al teachings. Therefore, the combination of Nagata et al and 
Hauser et al teachings renderes the instant claims obvious. 
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
